exhibit  and  so  remain  during  the  Exhibition,  The  duplicate  ticket 
must  be  produced  to  secure  the  return  of  the  exhibit  at  the  close  of 
the  Exhibition. 

f .  The  entry  ticket  will  be  mailsd  If  there  is  sutflcient  tine  for 
same  to  reach  exhibitor;  It  not,  they  may  be  obtained  from  the  ofllce 
on  the  grounds  when  the  exhibits  are  brought  in. 

10.  Exhibitors  must  be  careful  that  entry  tickets  are  securely 
and  conspicuously  attached  to  their  exhibits,  otherwise  the  exhibits 
may  not  be  considered  in  the  awarding;  of  prizes. 

11.  In  horses,  cattle,  sheep,  swine  and  poultry  classes  the  entry 
must  in  every  Instance  be  made  in  the  name  o!  the  actual  owner,  and 
unless  this  rule  be  observed  no  premium  will  be  awarded,  or,  if 
awarded,  will  be  withheld.  In  all  the  other  classes,  entry  must  be 
made  in  the  names  of  the  producers  or  manufacturers,  and  by  such 
producers  themselves,  in  person  or  their  agents,  who  must  have 
special  authority  (or  so  doing.  Those  who  are  not  manufacturers  or 
authorised  agents  may  exhibit,  but  they  cannot  compete  for  the 
prizes  ottered. 

12.  Any  exhibitor  shall,  if  required  by  the  Board,  make  a 
statutory  declaration  that  the  exhibits  made  by  bim  are  shown  in 
accordance  with  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Association;  la 
case  any  exhlbitc  refuses  to  make  uch  declaration  on  being 
requested,  ail  premiums  awarded  him  shall  be  forfeited.  No  person 
shall  be  allowed  to  enter  (or  competition  more  than  one  specimen  in 
any  one  section  o(  a  class,  unlens  the  additional  article  should  be  of 
a  distinct  variety  or  pattern  from  the  first.

Freight  on  carload  exhibits  originating  in  Canada  will  be 
refunded  by  the  Regina  Agricultural  and  Industrial  Exhibition 
Association  subject  to  the  following  conditions: 

(a)  The  regular  one  way  rate  must  be  prepaid  by  the  exhibitor. 

(b)  Transportation  charges  on  exhibits  sent  by  freight  will  be 
refunded,  provided  that  the  entire  exhibit  does  not  change  owner- 
ship and  is  rutvrned  to  original  point  of  shipment. 

(c)  The  exhibitor  must  see  that  the  lowest  single  rate  is 
charged  and  that  the  exhibit  comes  the  cheapest  route,  as  refund 
will  be  based  on  this. 

(d)  No  refund  will  be  made  on  horses  entered  in  the  racing 
•Tonti. 

(e)  If  an  ethlbitor  disposes  of  a  portion  of  his  stock  and  sends 
the  balance  ba  «.  to  the  original  point  of  shipment  (without  having 
to  pay  extra  freight  charges  >  a  pro  rata  refund  of  freight  will  be 
made  for  number  returned. 

(f)  Refund  of  freight  will  only  be  made  after  the  exhibit 
returns  to  the  original  point  of  shipment  and  on  presentation  of  the 
original  shippli  ?  bill,  showing  the  amount  paid  for  freight  and  No. 
1  freight  expense  bill,  showing  that  the  shipment  has  been  delivered 
to  exhibitor  at  the  origin/*!  point  of  shipment. 

DELIVERY  OF  LIVE  STOCK  AND  ARTICLES  AT  GROUNDS 

15.  All  exhibits  must  be  on  the  grounds  not  later  than  9  a.m. 
on  the  first  day  and  must  remain  to  the  close  of  the  Exhibition.  No 
exhibit  of  any  kind  must  be  removed  until  the  close  of  the  Exhibi. 
tion;  except  in  the  fruit,  floral  or  vegetable  sections,  when  such  a 
removal  is  necessary  to  a  continuous  display. 

16.  Exhibitors  of  machinery  and  other  heavy  articles  are  re- 
quested to  have  them  on  the  grounds  and  placed  in  position  at  least 
two  days  previous  to  the  opening  of  the  Exhibition. 

17.  All  boxes,  wrappings  and  other  packing  material  must  b« 
cleared  away  and  everything  be  in  proper  order  before  9  a.m.  Tues- 
day, August  1st. 

18.  All  animals  must  be  submitted  to  veterinary  examination 
on  entering  the  grounds  if  required.  No  animal  having  a  contagious 
disease  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Exhibition  grounds,  and  if  any  ani- 
mal has  been  admitted  through  an  oversight,  suffering  from  any  such 
disease,  the  management  shall  Immedi&toly  order  its  removal  from 
tho  grounds. 

19.  Articles  not  accompanied  by  their  owners  may  be  addressed 
to  the  Association,  who  will  receive  them  on  their  being  delivered 
to  the  Exhibition  grounds  and  place  thorn  in  their  allotted  places 
as  abcve.  Exhibitors  arriving  with  their  exhibits  will  apply  at  the 
general  office,  when  they  will  be  informed  where  the  articles  are  to 
b«  placed. 

20.  Though  the  Asaoclatinn  wUl  takft  reaannab'e  precaution  to 
Insure  the  safety  of  exhibits  sent  to  the  Exhibition,  it  is  to  be  dls- 
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tlnctly  understood  that  the  owners  themselves  must  take  the  risk 
of  exhibiting  them  and  that  should  any  exhibit  or  portion  thereof 
be  Injured,  lost  or  stolen,  the  Association  will  give  all  the  assistance 
in  Its  power  towards  recovery  of  the  same,  but  will  not  be  liable 
therefor  nor  make  any  payment  for  the  value  thereof. 

21.  Exhibitors  will  at  all  times  give  the  necessary  personal 
attention  to  whatever  they  have  on  exhibition  and  at  the  close  take 
entire  charge  of  same. 

LIVE  STOCK 

22.  Good  buildings  are  provided  on  the  grounds  for  live  stock. 
Straw  for  bedding  and  water  will  be  furnished  free  of  charge.  Hay 
and  grain  will  be  for  sale  on  the  grounds  at  the  lowest  prices.  Ex- 
hibitors will  please  report  at  once  any  case  of  extortion. 

23.  The  production  of  any  of  the  animals  may  be  ordered  by 
the  Directors  in  charge  for  review  or  other  purposes  at  any  time 
during  the  Exhibition;  and  an  exhibitor  or  attendant  refusing  or 
neglecting  to  bring  such  animal  out  as  directed  shall  forfeit  hla 
entry  fees  and  any  premiums  that  may  have  been  awarded  him. 

JUDGES  AND  JUDGING 

Judges  are  particularly  requested  to  adhere  to  the  following 
rules: 

24.  Judges  in  the  several  departments  will  kindly  report  at  the 
office  on  the  grounds  at  9.30  a.m.  on  Wednesday.  August  2nd. 

25.  No  person  will  be  allowed  to  act  as  judge  who  Is  in  any 
way  interested  in  the  exhibits  to  be  examined. 

26.  Judging  will  commence  on  Wednesday,  August  2nd,  at 
10  a.m. 

27.  Exhibitors  must  ascertain  from  the  managers  of  the  several 
departments  at  what  hour  judging  will  take  place,  therefore,  no 
complaint  or  appeal  based  upon  the  statement  that  the  judges  have 
overlooked  exhibits  will  be  considered. 

28.  In  all  classes  where  certificates  of  registration  are  required, 
the  same  must  be  produced  to  the  Director  in  charge.  If  asked  for, 
before  the  ju  Iglng  takes  place. 

29.  Judges  will  sign  and  hand  In  their  lists  of  awards  as  soon 
as  possible,  making  such  recommendations  as  circumstances  or  their 
experience  may  suggest.  A  competent  clerk  will  be  provided  for 
each  judge  to  write  up  the  judge's  book  and  (Attribute  the  awara 
cards. 

30.  In  the  ab8enc3  of  competition  in  any  spotion  or  If  the 
article  or  stock  exhibited  be  of  inferior  quality  the  judges  shall 
award  only  such  premiums  as  they  think  the  article  or  stork  merits. 
They  will  exercise  their  discretion  as  to  whether  they  will  award 
the  first,  second  or  any  premium.  Judges  are  particularly  requested 
to  note  this  fact. 

31.  In  addition  to  the  stated  premiums  offered,  judges  may 
also  distinguish  such  exhibits  as  they  consider  deserving  of  notice  by 
iJcKots  or  ribboriB  wiih  iii«  wuitiH  ■HiKhiy  CoiuuieuiieU"  upon  them. 
This  will  not  entitle  such  exhibits  to  any  money  payment. 
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Tbe  Judges  are  requested  to  name  a  reserve  in  all  sections  In 
case  ot  a  protMt  being  sustained. 

32.  An  exhibitor  lodging  a  protest  must  make  it  in  WRITING. 
It  must  be  delivered  to  the  Secretary  Treasurer  BEFORE  10  A.M. 
THE  DAY  FOLLOWING  THE  CAUSE  OF  PROTEST,  and  a  receipt 
must  be  obtained.  A  protest  must  state  plainly  the  cause  of  com- 
plaint or  appeal  and  must  be  accompanied  by  a  deposit  oi!  $6,  which 
sum  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  Association  if  the  said  protest  is  not 
sustained. 

33.  The  decision  of  the  judges  shall  be  final  and  no  protest  or 
appeal  will  be  entertained  except  in  cases  where  actual  misrepre- 
sentation or  fraud  la  alleged. 

34.  In  any  case  where  a  protest  is  entered  for  an  improper  or 
malicious  purpose,  the  Board  of  Directors  may  exclude  the  party 
making  such  protest  from  exhibiting  for  two  years  thereafter. 

35.  No  prize  colors  or  cards  may  be  affixed  until  the  awards 
have  been  made. 

36.  No  person  shall  be  permitted  in  the  judging  rings  during 
the  time  of  judging  except  the  judges  or  assistants,  persons  in 
charge  of  the  animals.  Directors  of  the  Association  and  members  of 
the  press. 

37.  Members  of  th«»  press  will  be  allowed  into  the  judging 
rings  only  when  wearing  -ing  badges,  and  are  particularly  requested 
under  no  circumstances  to  interfere  or  converse  with  the  judges 
f/hile  they  arfe  in  the  ring. 

38.  All  prize  ribbons  or  cards  which  have  been  awarded  must 
be  displayed  during  the  Exhibition.  Any  infraction  of  this  rule  will 
Incur  the  forfeiture  of  any  premium. 

39.  Any  person  who  shall  attempt  to  Interfere  with  or  influence 
the  judges  while  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  or  who  shall  at 
any  time,  on  the  premises  of  the  Association,  use  any  contemptuous 
or  abusive  language  to  any  judge  or  within  his  hearing  in  conse- 
quence of  any  award  made  by  him,  or  any  exhibitor  refusing  to 
accept  any  award  made  by  a  judge,  shall  forfeit  his  right  to  any 
premiums  to  which  he  might  otherwise  be  entitled  and  may  be 
excluded  from  exhibiting  for  one  or  more  years  thereafter.  Judges 
are  particularly  requested  to  report  any  breach  of  this  rule. 

40.  Upon  the  discovery  of  fraud,  deception  or  dishonest  prac- 
tice, either  in  the  preparation,  ownership  or  of  any  representation 
concerning  exhibits  which  may  have  affected,  or  have  been 
Intended  to  affect  the  decision  of  the  judges,  tbe  Association  has 
power  to  withhold  the  award  and  may  prohibit  any  such  party  or 
parties  from  exhibiting  in  any  class  for  one  or  more  yenrs,  and  may 
also  publish  the  names  of  such  persons  if  deemed  expedient.

41.  Tbe  several  prize  ribbons  shall  be  distinguished  by  the 
following  colors:

ADMISSION  TO  THE  GROUNDS 

42.  The  price  of  admission  for  adults  will  be  25  cents  each  time 
of  entering  and  for  children  under  14  years  of  age  15  cents.  Ad- 
mission to  grand  stand  25c,  RESERVED  SEATS  EXTRA.  The 
admission  will  be  by  means  of  registering  turnstiles,  and  EACH 
PERSON  MUST  BE  PROVIDED  WITH  THE  PROPER  TICKET 
BEFORE  ENTERING  AND  PERSONALLY  DEPOSIT  TICKET  IN 
TURNSTILE  BOX. 

43.  For  each  vehicle,  delivery,  hack,  carrip-'e  or  automobile  a 
charge  of  25  cents  will  be  made  each  time  of  f:r  -ing,  which  will 
take  in  one  driver  free.  If  driver  shows  a  tlckv  will  also  admit 
vehicle  or  automobile.  Tickets  may  be  purchased  good  for  entire 
fair  for  $2.00  which  will  admit  driver  or  vehicle.  Drivers  delivering 
goods  on  the  grounds  before  10  a.m.  will  be  admitted  free. 

44.  Necessary  attendants  upon  stock  and  machinery  will  be 
furnished  with  special  tickets  upon  application  to  the  Manager. 
These  passes,  which  are  not  transferable,  will  bear  the  names  of  the 
persons  to  whom  they  are  issued,  and  if  presented  by  any  other 
person  will  be  forfeited.  Attendants'  tickets  will  be  issued  as  fol- 
lows: Horses — One  for  every  two,  up  to  six;  one  for  every  three, 
over  six.  Cattle— One  for  every  herd  of  six.  Sheep  and  swine — 
One  for  each  pen  or  flock.  Poultry — One  for  each  exhibitor  making 
eight  or  more  entries. 

45.  Exhibitors  paying  entrance  fees  of  $5  or  over  will  be 
entitled  to  a  free  exhibitor's  ticket. 

46.  Judges  and  membei^  of  the  press  will  be  furnished  with 
tickets  and  badges,  the  badges  being  intended  only  as  a  means  of 
showing  their  official  connection  with  the  exhibition,  AND  NOT 
FOR  THE  PURPOSE  OF  SECURING  ADMISSION  TO  THE 
GROUNDS. 

47.  Parties  bringing  exhibits  to  the  grounds  will  be  admitted 
with  same  by  the  entry  ticket  accompanying  exhibit.  But  AFTER- 
WARDS SUCH  PARTIES  MUST  BE  PROVIDED  WITH  REGULAR 
TICKETS  AS  ABOVK,  OR  THEY  WILL  HAVE  T^  v  ^HE  REGU- 
LAR ADMISSION  FEE. 

FIRE  AND  POLICE  PROTECTION 

48.  The  most  careful  and  thorough  arrangements  possible  have 
been  made  t\>  guard  against  fire.  The  grounds  are  provided  with  a 
fully  equipped  Are  station  and  are  also  connected  with  the  fire 
station  by  telephone,  and  with  the  precautions  taken  it  Is  believed 
that  any  danger  from  fire  is  very  remote;  but  exhibitors  deairing 
insurance  must  give  the  matter  their  personal  attention. 

49.  An  ample  police  force  will  be  on  duty  night  and  day  during 
the  continuance  of  the  Exhibition,  but  exhibitors  are  expected  to 
cxerelae  constant  supervisiOE  over  their  articles  on  exhibition,  as  the 
Auoclatlon  will  not  be  responsible  for  lou  or  damage  by  theft,  fire 
or  otherwise.  Small  and  valuable  articles  should  be  exhibited  in 
■how  cases,  securely  lockod. 
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MISCELLANEOUS 

60.  Where  space  bas  been  awarded  to  any  exhibitor,  the  Asso- 
ciation reserves  the  right,  in  case  the  exhibitor  shall  fail  to  make  or 
maintain  a  creditable  display,  to  declare  the  space  allotted  to  him  or 
any  pu  Vn  thereof  forfeited.  Exhibitors  must  arrange  their  exhibits 
in  as  a>.uractive  a  manner  as  possible  and  fill  the  space  allotted  to 
them. 

51.  The  Association  reserves  the  right  to  prescribe  the  dimen- 
sions and  regulate  the  positions  of  all  signs  and  generally  to  direct 
the  arrangement  of  all  articles  on  exhibition,  so  far  as  the  same 
may  be  necessary  to  secure  harmony  and  an  attractive  appearance. 

52.  No  person,  except  an  exhibitor  from  the  booth  occupied  by 
his  exhibit,  will  be  permitted  to  distribute  any  printed  or  advertising 
matter  In  buildings  or  upon  the  grounds  or  to  aiflx  same  on  any  fence 
or  building. 

53.  No  claim  for  injury  to  any  person  or  property  shall  ever  be 
asserted,  nor  suit  Instituted  or  maintained  against  the  Association, 
its  officers  or  their  agents,  by  or  on  behalf  of  any  visitor  or  any  per- 
son, firm  or  corporation,  or  their  agents,  representatives,  servants  or 
employees,  having  license  or  privilege  to  exhibit  en  the  Fair  grounds 
or  occupying  any  space  thereon. 

64.  If  any  damage,  loss  or  injury  to  person  or  property  shall  be 
proximately  caused  by  reason  of  any  neglect  or  wilful  act  of  any 
person,  firm  or  corporation,  their  agents,  representatives,  servants 
or  employees  having  license  or  privilege  to  exhibit  on  said  Fair 
Grounds,  or  occupying  any  space  thereon,  the  Association  shall  in 
no  manner  be  responsible  therefor,  and  in  case  it  be  subjected  to 
any  expense  or  liability,  all  persons  causing  the  same  or  liable 
therefor  shall  indemnify  the  said  Association. 

55.  In  all  cases  the  right  is  reserved  to  reject  entirely,  or 
accept  conditionally,  any  entry  or  application;  and  under  no  cir- 
cumstances will  exhibits  which  are  offensive  by  reason  of  their  odor 
or  appearance  or  which  are  dangerous  by  reason  of  their  combustible 
or  explosive  character  be  admitted;  and  if  any  such  be  introduced  by 
an  exhibitor  through  misrepresentation  or  otherwise,  they  may  be 
removed  by  order  of  the  Board. 

56.  Ex'>lbitor8  of  animals,  machlne-y  in  motion  and  other 
exhibits  liab.  >  to  occasional  accidents,  injury  or  damage  to  persons 
coming  in  col  act  with  them,  shall  guard  their  exhibits  and  protect 
the  public  from  oming  in  contact  therewith,  and  every  such  exhibitor 
shall  Indemnify  the  Association  from  and  against  all  claims  and 
demands,  costs  and  charges  and  exjjenses  which  it  may  incur,  suffer 
or  be  put  to  by  reason  of  any  accident  or  of  any  person  being  Injured 
or  suffering  damage  through  or  by  reason  of  any  such  exhibit  not 
nelng  properly  guarded  or  the  public  not  being  properly  protected 
tb«refrom. 
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Horses 

1.  Jadges  are  requested  not  to  make  awards  where  the  entries 
are  not  worthy. 

2.  Horsemen  are  especially  urged  to  send  In  their  entries  at  as 
early  a  date  as  possible  to  facilitate  the  allotment  of  stalls. 

3.  All  top  doors  of  box  stalls  must  be  left  open  so  that  visitors 
can  inspect  the  horses,  between  the  hours  of  9  a.m.  and  6  p.m.  All 
stalls  must  be  cleaned  out  before  7  a.m.  so  that  refuse  can  be  taken 
away  before  the  arrival  of  visitors. 

4.  All  animals  competing  for  prizes  must  be  entered  in  the 
names  of  their  bona  fide  owners  or  their  duly  authorised  agents, 
except  where  sire  and  get  are  shown  together;  should  doubts  arise, 
the  Directors  may  require  aflldavits  of  ownership  from  the  exhibitor. 
Both  horses  in  a  team  must  be  owned  by  the  exhibitor. 

5.  All  winners  of  first  and  second  prizes  must  compete,  if  eli- 
gible, for  the  Championship  in  their  respective  classes  or  they  shall 
forfeit  their  class  money.  THIS  RULE  WILL  BE  STRICTLY  EN- 
FORCED. 

6.  Horses  shown  as  a  team  may  also  compete  as  single  horses. 

7.  Horses  must  be  shown  uncovered  and  in  such  manner  as  the 
Judges  may  require  or  allow,  and  if  exhibitors  refuse  to  submit  to 
the  proper  requirements  of  the  Judges  their  animals  will  be  ruled 
out.  In  the  roadster,  carriage  and  hacltney  classes,  except  stallions, 
exhibitors  must  come  prepared  to  show  their  horses  in  harness  If 
required. 

8.  All  horses  competing  must  be  brought  out  for  the  inspection 
of  the  Judges,  or  for  exhibition,  whenever  called  out  by  the  official 
appointed  to  attend  to  that  duty. 

9.  Every  exhibitor  must  make  his  own  choice  as  to  the  class 
in  which  he  will  enter  his  horse,  and  abide  by  It;  and  great  care 
must  be  taken  to  enter  each  horse  in  its  proper  class,  as  no  altera- 
tlons  can  be  made  after  the  entries  close. 

10.  The  olBclal  measurer  appointed  by  the  Exhibition  Associa- 
tion will  be  in  attendance  from  9  to  11  a.m.  on  the  first  three  days 
of  the  Exhibition. 

11.  Exhibitors  who  may  desire  to  take  their  horses  from 
the  grounds  at  night  will  be  allowed  to  do  so  on  depositing  $5.00 
for  each  animal  with  the  Manager  as  a  guarantee  for  the  return  of 
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the  aQimal  next  morning.  If  the  horse  Is  not  returned  by  9  o'clock 
next  morning  the  amount  deposited  and  all  premiums  awarded  will 
be  forfeited. 

12.  IN  MAKING  ENTRIES  THE  OWNERS  OR  THE  AUTHOP 
IZED  AGENT'S  NAME  AND  ADDRESS  IN  PULL,  THE  NAME  OP 
THE  ANIMAL.  ITS  AGE,  COLOR,  MARKINGS  AND  SEX  MUST 
BE  GIVEN.  (THESE  ARE  IMPERATIVE.)  NAMES  OF  SIRE 
AND  DAM  MUST  BE  GIVEN  IF  KNOWN.  THE  REGISTRATION 
NUMBER  OF  ANIMAL  AND  NAME  OF  STUD  BOOK  MUST  BE 
GIVEN  WITH  ALL  THE  ENTRIES  IN  PURE  BRED  CLASSES. 

13.  For  the  purposes  of  the  catalogue  all  entries  must  be  as  full 
as  possible.  Numbers  corresponding  with  those  in  the  catalogue  will 
be  furnished  exhibitors  on  their  arrival  at  the  grounds  and  the 
number  of  the  stall  the  horse  is  to  occupy  and  no  animal  will  be 
allowed  to  enter  the  ring  without  having  its  number  on. 

14.  Amateurs  residing  in  Regina  and  exhibiting  in  the  Harness, 
Hunter  and  Saddle  Classes  are  not  required  to  keep  their  horses  on 
the  grounds  during  the  entire  time  of  the  Exhibition,  but  must  take 
part  in  the  final  parade  in  front  of  the  Grand  Stand  or  when  specially 
ordered  to  parade  by  the  committee. 

15.  IN  THE  BREEDING  CLASSES  NO  ANIMAL  WILL  BE 
ALLOWED  TO  COMPETE  IN  MORE  THAN  ONE  CLASS,  EXCEPT 
WHEN  COMPETING  FOR  PROGENY,  IN  TEAMS,  SPECIAL  OR 
CHAMPION  PRIZES.  THIS  RESTRICTION  DOES  NOT  APPLY 
TO  OTHER  CLASSES. 

16.  A  copy  of  the  certificate  showing  registration  in  the  Cana- 
dian Live  Stock  Records,  signed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Association 
publishing  the  same,  must  be  produced  to  the  Director  in  charge, 
before  the  judging  takes  place. 

17.  The  age  of  horses  shall  date  from  the  first  of  January. 

18.  No  horse  suffering  from  any  of  the  following  diseases  shall 
be  awarded  a  premium:  Cataract,  periodic  ophthalmia,  roaring, 
thickwind  or  whistling,  ringbone,  sidebones,  navicular  disease,  curb, 
bone  spavin,  thoroughpln  or  bog  spavin.  Animals  injured  by  acci- 
dent which  does  not  lessen  their  usefulness  may  be  awarded  a  prize. 

19.  Owners  shall,  if  required,  produce  satisfactory  proof  to  the 
judge  of  their  stallion's  virility  in  the  four-year-old  and  over  classes. 

20.  Noncompliance  with  the  rules  of  the  Association  on  the 
part  of  an  exhibitor  or  employees  shall  incur  the  forfeiture  of  any 
premium  awarded. 

N.B. — Entry  must  be  made  in  every  section  in  which  it  is  desired 
to  compete,  except  in  championship,  although  such  entry  may  be 
free.     Where  no  entry  is  made  no  premium  can  be  awarded. 

21.  The  Directors  wish  to  suggest  to  all  exhibitors  ,of  horses 
^Q^t,Qr  than  in  the  Harness  and  Jumping  Classes)  that  when  showing 
their  animals  in  the  judging  ring  the  attendants  should  be  neatly 
attired  in  white  or  brown  duck  clothing.
